the burden of the new tax.

law takes effect, after which the 
collection will • be taken care of by 
the wholesale dealers. 
Brancken estimates that

tax will yield ' the state betweea 
$3,000,000 and $4,000,000 annnallv, " 
on the basis of the amount of gaso- 
line consumed last year.
